TKOXDHJEM, Jifne 22.—Coronation 


day opened with a glowing but cold .--uii 


shining. In the early morning splatters 
of rain fell and a chill wind came off the 
fjord making it necessary to wear over- 
coats and winter clothing. The normal 
temperature in the cathedral previous to 
the ceremony was und'er fifty degree.! 
and it vus feared that many of those 
present would carry away a painful and 
lasting reminder ,of the coronation of. 
King Haakon and Queen Maud, although 
the Norwegian court wisely relaxed tho 
rules'governing dress. 


Tlic city was alive at an .early hour 


and by 8 o'clock the avenues reaching to 
the cathedral 'were,:filled .\Mtli struggling 
lines 'of people making for the choicest 
points of vantage'from which ..to sec the 
members of-the royal family and the, dis- 
tinguished guests enter the cathedral. 
The doors of the latter were opened at 
10 a. m. and soon afterwards three bish 
ops robed in black and white, drove up 
in a basket like phaeton. The crowd un- 
covered when tho bishops entered the ca- 
thedral. 


AN IMPOSING EFFECT. 


The cathedruJ filled rapidly. By 10:23 


n. m. the majority of the spectators had 
arrived and were seated, the women in 
evening costumes and many of the men 
in bright uniforms and wearing orders. 
The effect was imposing in spite of the 
half light in the interior of the old ca- 
thedrnl. Long rows of seats extended 
along the entire both sides of the build- 
ing, rising tier upon tier,' The center of 
tho nave was unoccupied, except by the 
throne scuts and a few chairs b:\ck of 
the columns. A red carpet was stretch- 
ed down the aisles 'and tho. -center of 
both transepts.

PRAYER FOR ROYAL .COUPLE. 
The arrival of the bishops was.follow- 


ed by the appearance of a number of 
priests, all robed in white. They enter- 
ed tho north sanctuary . at 10.-.'!0 nn'J 
formed a semi-circle about the altar, and 
with bent heads offered up.prnyers for 
the king and queen. Their entrance si- 
lenced the crowd. 


In tho meantime lines,of soldiers and 


tailors from a specially .constructed land- 
ing place, past the palace to the cathe- 
dral entrance formed a lane to the ca- 
thedral entrance.

The king and queen after a brief delay 


In.arranging the carriages and cavalry 
escort, started for the cathedral preced- 
ed by their suites. A'great cheer an- 
jiounced the departure of the royal par- 
ty. The king and queon, who, rode in a 
closed 
state coach both wore 
ermine 


robes, and were bareheaded. They seem- 
ed grave as they drove toward the cathe- 
dral. The king, however, smiled and sa- 
luted to the salutations of the. people.

When approaching the cathedral their

annointing of the king by the bishop, 
the latter and Prime'Minister Michilsen 
conjointly placed-the crown pn^ bis head, 
after which Foreign Minister Loveland 
and the 'bishop', conjointly, '-handed him 
,lhe sceptre; After a prayer-offered by 
the bishop,.the latter and Interior Min- 
ister Archtimder conjointly handed the 
king the orb and later the war minister, 
OlHson and the bishop handed the sword 
of state to his majesty. . These ceremon- 
ies were followed by the benediction. 


The king having taken his seat on the 


throne the queen was crowned by the 
same high personages and in a similar 
manner. The"ceremony throughout was 
impressive. 


When the -newly ccrowncd sovereigns 


returned to their thrones after the Epis- 
copal benediction all the royal guests 
and special ambassadors saluted 
them 


with due reverence. 


At the termination of th'e proceedings 


the president of the Storthing called out 
"God save the King and Queen" and the 
whole distinguished company practically 
took up the cry. 


TIDIXGS OF THE CEREMONY. 


The completion of the .crowning of 


King Huakon was communicated by two 
army signalers, wig-wagging across the 
city from the cathedral to the hill bat- 
teries. The. first gun, announcing the 
tidings, boomed forth instantly and then 
there was a roar of guns from the ships 
and land batteries and the belln of all 
the city churches began ringing. These 
sounds carried the tidings over the city 
and harbor and their..echoes wercca.rried 
up and down the fjord. 
The crowning 


of Queen Maud commenced immediately 
after. Her majesty who is of a natural- 
•ly timid and retiring disposition, brave-

The complaint said that these children 


ought to be in kindergartens instead'of 
making uniforms" for the United States 
soldiers. It further appears that Henry 
Knaug, secretary of union 61, Chicago, of 
the United Garment Workers' of Amer- 
ica, i* the person who wrote to the pres- 
ident orihe United States. 


MR. KNAUS' CONTENTIONS. 


Mr. Knaus in his letter says that un- 


der the system of letting government 
work to the lowest bidder, irrespective 
of any 'other consideration, the govern- 
ment is -placed in the position of active- 
ly supporting child labor in its most ef- 
fective form. 


"Hundreds of little girls, mere mites 


of humanity," says Mr. Knaus, 
"who 


ought to be in a kindergarten if not old 
enough, to go'-'to school, are employed 
making uniforms for our army. State 
factory inspectors and state laws cannot 
be depended on to stamp out this evil, 
which must eventually be stamped out 
by an enlightened public sentiment." 


Knans says he ''has investigated the 


conditions in.tlin Rneine factory, and 
in his letter to President Roosevelt ha 
says:'

DENIAL BY RACINE FIRM. 


A Journal reporter called upon and 


interviewed Albert Ellinger, manager of 
the Badger Manufacturing Co. In re- 
gard to the charges made to President 
Roosevelt, he knew1 nothing about and 
the first intimation he had of it was 
conveyed in a telegram shown him by 
tlie newspaper representative. The gen- 
tleman said: 


Tt is true that we employ girls in our 


factory here, two hundred and twenty- 
five in all, but no boys. The law pro: 
vidcs that no girl under 14 years of age 
shall be employed in a factory. Every 
girl over 14 and not more than 1C, must 
have a permit. Out of the 22.=! there are 
perhaps 23 under 10 years old and over 
14, and every one of them has a state 
permit. Six month* ago the Badger Co., 
contracted with the war department to 
manufacture. 100.000 soldiers uniforms, 
Ihc report that hundreds of children are 
tvorkinp on these uniforms is untrue. 
About 125 girl* are working on thorn 
stitching and the other hundred 
work on skirts. In the factory there is 
stationed continually Lieutenant James 
W. Furlow, recently from Manila, and a. 
quartermaster of the war department, 
ilso five government inspectors who in- 
spect every uniform nnd the fartory is 
visited regularly by. Colonel W. W.' Rob- 
nsoit, Jr., and Major Thomas Cruse, of- 
Iccrs of the quartermaster department.

THE FATHER OF

BERLIN, June 22.—An inhabitant of 


Bialystok, Russia, who was present dur- 
ing the entire massacre there nnd who 
has arrived in Berlin, has given the Ger- 
man-Hebrews Aid society the following 
account of the recent events there:

"June 14 was the fortieth anniversary 


of the compulsory adhesion of . many 
Catholics to the orthodox church-and cel- 
ebration of the event was elaborately 
planned. Hie police and military were 
fully armed, apparently preparing for a, 
conflict. Though there were no visible 
enemies the, Jews became alarmed and 
sought hiding places. 


''On Thursday processions of orthodox 


Russians and Catholics to the churches 
began and were apparently passing with- 
out incident, which caused many of the 
Jews to reopen their shops. 


SPREAD FALSE RUMOR.

gnl. while 33 were illegal because they 
contained chemicals prohibited by law.

'The manner of washing and wiping

These can be 
helped' to taper if each finger is wiped 
separately by taking the towel between 
thumb arid forefinger of the other hand 
and pi-owing each finger at the side, be- 
ginning at the nail and rubbing down 
to tiic palm. Tliis, after a.long time, will 
affect their'shape. The common way of 
wiping by passing a towel over, .the 
hands, rubbing from the palms down-to' 
the linger tips, is .a mistake and will 
thicken the flesh about the nails. Well- 
shaped nails are essential, and, unfor- 
tunately, few persons have them natural- 
ly. Many are made worse, though, the 
way they arc mistreated, and, like the 
fingers, they may be improved in wip- 
ing. Each should always bo dried sepa- 
rately by pressing from the tip'of the 
nail down to the base, which keeps con- 
stantly pressing back the cuticle from 
the nioon. It takes-only a couple of 
minutes more to treat the fingers this 
way each time they arc wet nnd it is 
more than worth while. Another aid 
is to rub cold cream over the nails on 
going to he.d, uiing only just enough 
to fill in- the space between cuticle and 
base of ihe nail.

But place them 
on the side of the stove, filled with cold 
water in which sonic soda and a few 
shavings of soup have been dissolved nml 
leave them to soak for a few hours. 
They will then come clcnn with the use 
of the whisk, without any scraping, 
which is ruination to any enamel wore.

Unless strong 


measures are taken by the governments 
of the United States and Canada, the 
perch and white'fish of the lower lake* 
seem doomed nearly to extinction.

But the millions of carp, suck- 
ers and -mullets are their worst enemies.

The government 
hatcheries are unequal to the task of 
keeping the lakes stocked- with these 
two kinds of fish, chiefly because it ii 
yearly becoming more difficult to find 
them during the spawning season.

WASHINGTON, .Tune 21.—The manu- 
acturers of Wisconsin increased during 
he jperiod from 1900 to 1905 approxi- 
mately 9 per cent and the'value of all 
yheir.products increased 25 .per cent, 
while the number-of the wage earners 
employed increased 10 per'cent and the 
wages received by such employes'increas- 
e"d 28 per cent, th'ese are the facts col- 
ected by the United States 'census bur- 
eau, showing'the development-of manu- 
actures in the state during the five-year 
>eriod since the last' decennial census, 
fhe returns of this census on Wisconsin 
manufactures covers only such indus- 
;ries as have' an annual product of $500 
or more, which excludes the. hand trades, 
such as the building trades, dressmaking, 
custom millinery, custom sawing, grind- 
ing, cobbling and blacksmitbing. 


S558'PLANTS IN STATE. 


The average number of plants return 


ed in the census for 1903 is 8,558, with a 
capital stock -oft $416,447,051, against 7, 
841 plaits in 1900awith'» capital stock 
of'$286,060,508, thus showing JMI increase 
of 46 per cent in the capital, stock -of the 
plants in the state, j The cost of mater- 
ials used in 1905 is-$227-,255,092,:un; in- 
crease of 22 per cent since 1900. The 
value of' products was $411,139,681 in 
1905, or an increase of 25 per cent. The 
number of wage earners in 1905 was 151,- 
391, to whom wages were paid aggregat- 
ing $71,471,805, or an increase of 10 per 
cent in the number of wage earners anc 
28 per cent in the amount of wages paic 
to them. Salaries' were paid to officials 
and clerks,during 1905 aggregating $15, 
408,232 to 14,220 persons, an increase of 
35 per cent in the number of such offi- 
cials and 47 per cent increase;in salaries 
paid.

The capital stock of the Milwaukee 
plants in 1905 was $165,929,641, against 
$105,503,870 in .1900, an increase of 57 
per cent. Wages were paid ia 1905 in 
Milwaukee to.42,540 wage earners, aggre- 
gating $20,910,009 against 41,220 wage 
earners in 1900 to whom wages were then 
paid aggregating $17,102.265, an increase 
of 5 per cent in the number of workmen' 
ands22 "per cent in wages'paid. The val- 
ue of products for 1805 i* given at $133,-,
